IS IT CHEAPER RENT 
THAN TO BUY A FARM? 


W hether it is cheaper to rent than 
to buy a farm in this state is a prob­ 
lem confronting the farm er today. 
Interesting data bearing 
on 
this 
m'^ich discussed question 
has 
just 
been 
made 
av ailable by the Sears- 
Rngbuck Agricultural Foundation. A 
gov ernment 
surv ey 
cov ering 
38 
farm s in Brazos county on which cash 
rents were paid showed that in 1920 
the av erage cash rent was $2.12 per 
acre, and that the av erage v aluation 
per acre was $34. 
This means a 
gp-oss returns to the owner of 6.2 per 
cent. 
In the case of other farm s in 
this county which were rented to , 
kinsfolk, the cash rent was $.79 per 
acre, which am ounted to a gross re­ 
turn to the owner at 2.5 per cent on 
the rated v alue of his land, which 
was $31 per acre. 
While these figures may not apply 
with equal force to the indiv idual 
farm s in the county, elaborate tests 
in most counties hav e shown them to 
be correct. 
Furtherm ore, while it is 
true that these figures are based on 
1920 reports and land v alues in most 
states hav e fell m aterially since that 
time, it is believ ed that cash rents 
hav e fallen 
in 
approxim ately like 
proportion. 
The ratio between rents 
and land v alues 
giv en 
abov e may 
therefore be taken as applying to 
the present year. 
State 
and 
local 
taxes in most states 
are somewhat 
higher than in 1920, 
consequently 
the net rent income is usually lower. 
W’hat effect existing conditions will 
hiv re on farm tenancy in the coming 
decade, there is no forecasting, 
the 
Foundation states, 
but in the long 
run the rate of net returns m ust de­ 
term ine the selling price of land.

IS IT CHEAPER RENT 
THAN TO BUY A FARM? 


W hether it is cheaper to rent than 
to buy a farm in this state is a prob­ 
lem confronting the farm er today.

Roebuck A gricultural Foundation. A

survey 
covering

farm s in Brazos county on which cash 
rents were paid showed that in 1920 
the average cash rent was $2.12 per 
acre, and that the average valuation 
per acre was $34. 
This means a 
gross returns to the owner of 6.2 per 
cent. 
In the case of other farm s in 
this county which were rented to 
kinsfolk, the cash rent was $.79 per 
acre, which am ounted to a gross re­ 
turn to the owner at 2.5 per cent on 
the rated value of his land, which 
was $31 per acre. 
While these figures may not apply 
with equal force to the individual 
farms in the county, elaborate tests
